THE ALASKA SEIZURES. 

A Common sense View of thk Whole 
Situation 

A Brooklyn Paper Spesku Out"-VYhat Is 

THC iMH ?— TH£CSEJTc8T.HARITIME 

Judge liviwc— The Real 
MfMOPOLYJ 

From the Brooklyn Eaglo. 

Tbo recent seizure of vessels in Be- 
lii ing sea, by the United States revenue 
Bteatnwr Corwin for the ulieged illegal 
capture of seals in the waters of the 
United States, has attracted a sur 
jirisingly small amount of attention, in 
this quarter frt least. This is probably 
i.lue to tli«> fact that the Cabinet has 
not bud u meeting for Home time, and 
that but one Cabinet Minister remain- 
ed in Washington, so that there wan a 
lack of information on the subject 
which was unfavorable to its discus 
siou. Now, however, wh have some- 
thing like an official r.-port of what has 
taken place from the Oxptain of the 
Corwin, and the. matter in ripe for the 
attention of the press of tbe United 
States. No one who gives the subject 
his notice can fail to recognize the tact 
that it is one of the most importm t 
questions this Government was ever 
called upon to discuss, and that it may 
involve consequences of the highest 
moment. 

The Captain of the Corwin, it ap 
pears was acting unli-r |0-ilive in- 
■trutiona received at San Francisco, 
cornui&'tding biiu to seize and deliver 
to the United Sinus District Court of 
Alaska, for condemnation and seizure, 
all vessels found euyai{ed in the capture 
ef seals within A 1 iskan waters, winch 
were defined to include all of Behring 
sea east of the line from Beijing Struit 
to a point went of the most western of 
the Aleutian Inlands. Under this inter- 
pretation a vessel might be more than 
five hundred miles from the mainland 
of America and still a trespasser in 
Alaskan waters, and therefore liable to 
seizure. The complaints which led to 
the issuing of these instructions, came 
from the Al-tska Fur Seal Company, 
who lease the seal fisheries from tbe 
Government for tin payment of 
000 annually. 

THE VESSELS CAPTURED 

were six in number — three of thorn be- 
ing described as British, one American 
from San Francisco, but the national- 
ity of the other two is not given. It 
ib not pretended that any of them was 
■within a marine league of the shore; in 
fact, tbe only vessel whoso placo of 
capturo is specifically stated in the des- 
patch, is the British schooner Thorn- 
ton, which the Captain of the Corwin 
says, was captured about seventy miles 
south south east of St. George. This 
would bring her 150 miles from the 
chain of the Aleutian Islands, and 300 
from tbo nearest point of the main 
land. 

The captured Behoonere were taken 
to Ounulaska, whore they were libell- 
ed for condemnation and their cr«ws 
were conveyed to Sitka, where tie 
masters and mates, in addition to the 
loss of their vessels, wore tried before 
Judge Dawson and lined and imprison 
ed. In tbe cub« of the Thornton, the 
Captain was fined $f>00. Judge Diw- 
eon, in parsing sentence, was very 
severe on the prinoners and likened 
their oU'encn to piracy, telling them 
that tbey hud no moro right, to go into 
tbo waters of another nation to inter- 
fere with itd industries, than they had 
to go upon another man's land and ap- 
propriate bis cropa Judge Dawson; al- 
though only a district Judge, considers 
that Ihh jurisdiction extends over the 
whole of the witters of Al tska, com- 
prising about « million square miles of 
what wonld eluewbere be regarded as

Yet that, as regards the maritime as- 
pect of tbe case, is substantially what 
the Alaskan seizures amount to. It is 
maintained, however, that the circum- 
stances of these cases are modified by 
the fact that Russia, cluimed the whole 
Behring sea as part of her territory, 
and that the waters claimed by this 
Government were ceded as part of Al- 
aska. Judge Dawson is reported to 
have aaid on this point that Russia had 
claimed and exercised jurisdiction over 
all that portion of Behring nea embrac- 
ed in the boundary line set forth in tbo 
treaty, and that claim had been tacitly 
recognized and acquiesred in by the 
other maritime powers of the world 
for a long series of years prior to the 
treatv of March the 30th, 13C7. He 
held that the jurisdiction had been 
transferred, and that, the United States 
had acquired absolute control and do- 
minion over tbe area described in the 
treaty, and that British vessels, man- 
ned by British subjects, had no right 
to navigate tbe waters for the purpose 
of killing fur-bearing seals. If this ia 
good law, that is the end of the matter; 
but is it good law? Unless wearepreat- 
ly in error, thero are copies of dispatch- 
es on the tiles of the State Department, 
written prior to IS(!7, in which the 
Russian claim is distinctly repudiated 
and denied. Circumstances tuny have 
changed since then hs to our attitude 
toward the subject, but the principle 
has not. And we doubt greatly wheth- 
er tbe United States would ever have

if made by another nation. What 
would he sRid, for instance, if the Brit- 
ish undertook to prevent an American 
whaler from entering Hudson Bay or 
traversing the western half of that 
arm of the Atlantic ocean which leads 
to iii Maritime law and international 
law are tbe same whether on the Atj 
lanticor the Pacilio, and there is cer- 
tainly something grotesque in the 
sight of hundreds of American fisher- 
men hovering on the Canadian Atlan 
tic coast just beyond the three mile 
limit, and clairnins! to enter all bays 
more than three miles wide at the 
mouth and fish, while on the Pacific 
Canadian vessels are captured three 
hundred miles from the mainland, and 
tne claim is made that a bay inoie 
than one thousand miles wide at the 
mouth shall l>e a closed sea to them. 

Tlure is ano her aspec lojihe case, 
not international nui national. One of 
the vessela capi ured was ho American 
schooner from Sdii Francisco All other 
American veKSfls except those of the 
Alaska Seal Fur Company are there- 
fore excluded from these waters, which 
are claimed as belonging to Alaska. Is 
there any warrant for this in the Con- 
stitution ot tbe United States, It has 
been the evil policy of the nation to 
t;ive up the whole territory of Alaska 
to one gigantic monopoly, to discourage 
settlement and all legitimate enter 
limes not connected with the fur 
trade. Iu this policy to be continued? 
It surely was not for this purpose that 
tbo territory was bought, but that its 
resources might be developed and such 
parts of it as are suitable for settle- 
ment opened to iudustrious workers. 
But for nineteen years Alaska has 
been nothing but the reserve of a great 
corporation, winch is even now schem- 
ing to obtain a renewal of itB fran- 
chises there. The nmtter is one of the 
greatest interest and importance to the 
American people, who are not desirous 
of establishing monopolies in Ahihka 
or elsewhere, but wish to see all their 
territory opened up and made avail- 
able for the use of all our citizens.

MURDERS. 

London, Sept, 25, — Moritz A. Fis- 
cher, who gwaa found last night in a 
tirst class carriage of the London under 
ground railway, with his skull crushed 
in, is still alive, but unable to speak. 
It ia not likely he will recover or he 
abl° to speak before death. The affair 
creates a marked sensation because it 
is the fourth case within a month of 
similar mysterious deaths on railways 
leading from Loudon. The present 
case is less mysterious than were the 
others, because the nature of tbe 
wounds make the thoory of suicide im- 
possible. 

Dr. Kussel, who was called to at- 
tend Mr. Fischer, says: "The railway 
officials are attempting to show that 
the injury was caused by putting his 
bend out of the window.

"GENERALLY ADMITTED TOO 
SMALL - • 

The Nova Scotiana having tried the ux- 
perimont of a "oheap ami utility" govern- 
ment have coma to the conclusion — ac- 
cording to Proniier Fielding — that it is a 
failure With so distinguished an ox- 
uropld it ia not likely that the British 
Columbia government will try the same 
experiment. But while the Nov* Sootian 
government is "cheap and natty" and the 
portfolios number only thrue, there are 
four ministers who, although unsalaried, 
draw mileage and so much perdiem when- 
ever they sit in executive council— their 
perquisites amounting to sh much, if not 
more, than if they wore paid an out-and- 
out salary, Tho frank acknowledgment 
of Mr. Fielding that tho plan on which 
his government is run is a failure, ought 
to bo sufficient to satisfy the most rigid 
political economist that to attempt a simi- 
lar system here would prove equally dis- 
astrous. "Generally admitted too small," 
wired Nova Scotia's leader to the Times, 
fearing, no doubt, that British Columbia 
was about to make the same 
error; and the Timen man, liko 
u little goose, published it — sont 
it forth to tho public as sustaining his 
position when, in roality, it did o.\actly 
the reverse. Our evening contemporary 
endeavors to escape Irom the dilemma in 
which his stupidity has placed him by 
drawing a distinction between salaried and 
unnalariod ministers. Hut ho cannot es- 
cupo in that way. lie gave the public to 
understand that there uro only three min- 
isters in Nova Scotia, when there are 
really seven. Me is equally unfortunate 
with regard to the governments of other 
provinces. Even Manitoba, which is 
nearly bankrupt, has six ministers. Brit- 
ish Columbia, which is in a nourishing 
rendition, is asked to get along with three, 
when the country has just approved of 
four. Why is n reversal of the govern- 
ment policy demanded by tho opposition 
organ? To create dissension in the gov- 
ernment ranks. Ho argticB in his 
pitifully small mind thus If the 
editor of The Colonist ih not 
called into the cabinet there will 
bo "war in tho crsiiqj," tio it is tho 
Times man's little game to prevent tho 
fourth portfolio being filled at all — to try 
and make Mr. Smiths believe that to till 
it would be unpopular, and so cause dis- 
nenflionii in tho government ranks. Tho 
Times man "measures other people's corn 
with his own bushel." He judges othor 
men by his own standard. As was stated 
in a previous article, whoever Mr. Smitho 
may select an a colleague will meet with 
our heart" endorsement. Person:;! am- 
bition and personal aspirations should 
always givo way to party exigency The 
Times has boon tough t, as tho result of 
this controversy, a much-needed lesion.

VICTORIA •S COMMERG H 

The Cjlumbian, chief organ of the sec- 
tionalists, has drawn attention to the 
falling off in customs collections at Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo, and the increase from 
the same source tit the port of New West- 
minster. When it is stated that the so- 
oallod "port" of New Westminster com- 
prises the "ports" of Vancouver, Port 
Moody, Now Westminster, Osooyos and 
Kootenay, the "increase" is fully ac- 
counted for. And when westate that the 
bulk of the goods received at Victoria and 
Nanaimo are Canadian goods which pay 
110 duty the falling off in customs dues is 
alec fully accounted for. During the 
year ending June 30th, 188(1, Victoria re- 
ceived SL'.oW.DTo worth of dutiable goods 
which yielded a customs revenue at tho 
rate of 30 per cent., of $782,095. She 
also received $440, (MS worth of foreign 
goods which eunio in freo, and $968,667 
worth of Canadian goods which also paid 
no duty. The total imports for that year 
reached $3,^58,080. Now if no Canadian 
gooda had been imported during 1880, 
there would have been a sum approaching 
!f300.000 to add to tho duties actually re- 
ceived. This would have swollen the 
customs reveuuu t . » £1 ,0K'J,0!i. r >, a tiguro 
largely in excess of any preceding year. 
.Since the opening of the Canadian Pacific 
railway Victoria merchants have placed 
larger orders in Canada than uver before. 
The quantity of Canadian freight received 
here is enormous as any one who may 
visit the C. I'. N. Co. a whurl will see. 
As a natural consequence there is a fall- 
ing off in duties collected while thore is a 
very large increase in thy volunio of trade. 
In fact, business was never so brisk in 
Victoria as now, but us the goods received 
from Canada are not entered at tho cus- 
toms house statistics cannot be obtained. 
It is, however, surprising t<-. the oldest 
merchants that the customs duties eon- 
tinuo to represent so largn a sum ac they 
do in face of the transference of more 
than the halt of the trade to Canadian 
handH While, therefore, the "port" (or 
rather "ports") of New Westminster owes 
the email increase with which it (or they) 
uro credited to a multiplication of cntre- 
p6ts, Victoria's slight decrease is attri- 
butublo to a natural and patriotic desiro 
to purchase eood« in Canada instead of 
m foreign lands. 

CITY MARKET BY LA I) 

Tiib city council last evening took up 
Counoillor Higgins' bylaw to raise a loan 
for the establishment of a publio market 
in the city of Victoria. Tho council, in 
committee ol the whole, decided to ask 
for 825,000 for the purpt ho. Tho bylaw 
will bo finally passed at the no/.t mooting 
and submitted to the ratepayers soon 
afterwards. Tho feeling of tho council 
was unanimous in favor of tho bylaw

Beatify ol Scenery m CUuton's 
Neighborhood. 

Through the CSrt»«>n Timber to 
Lac la lldche Valley. 

TThr Fine Dairy add Oraiii 
stanches of" tho District. 

(From our Traveling Corresponded, i 
Tho surroundings of the little t nvn of 
Clinton are of so attractive a character 
that, now access is so easy, thoy must be- 
come the objective point of many in 
Bearofa of recreation and pleasure. T ivii-vi 
are many lakes and streams ;»i which 
trout are abundant; thoro 1.1 J .. plenty of 
grouse, prairie chicken and duck in tho 
wood and waters; door, mount tin goat, 
boar and other larger g uno are numerous 
in tho surrounding hills, and tiffdr special 
inducements to exciting spurt. The 
scenery in the valleys is of a charming 
and pleasing description, while a climb 
up to the summit of some of the higher 
hills gives a point of vantage from which 
n magnificent view of the surrounding 
country is obtained

from the railway occupies about live hours 
in r .no i>f the it. C. st:ig -.», through a 
country full of interest With the grow- 
ing demand for now holds I recreation, 
the little interior town will no doubt, 
soon become a popular ivh >rt. 

Though there is a stage three linn .i per 
week from Ashoroft to Clinton, but once 
does tho Bt-tgo leave for tho north—every 
Tuesday morning We aero fortunate 
in having for a follow passenger -Mr. Joa. 
Mason, M. P. I'., tor Caribou, and from 
tho box beside the driver the dill, rent 
interesting or historic points were dt>- 
tiiled to us, Tho rosso from Jliuton to 
tho "61," a station of the company, is of 
a vory hilly character, but the horses 
wore a good toam and well handled by 
our driver. The 61 is at the point known 
as "the Chasm," « hugu renl in tho 
aartia, n thousand feet deep, about a half- 
mile wide, and extending for a distance 
of seven or eight miles. The various 
strata of earth and rock are exposed, 
many colored, and formed into fantastic 
shapes by the action of tho elements. It 
is a vory interesting sight for tourist and 
geologist, and will become one of the at- 
tractive points near the lino of railway. 
The stranger is always taken or directed 
to the ohasm while the change of horses 
is being made, and tinds himself well re- 
paid for the trouble. 

Leaving tho 01, wo are soon in tho 
"green timber," tho name by which the 
section between the last point and tho 
100 is known, the road running on ihe 
summits of high hills, covered with a 
growth of fir, black pine anil cotton wood. 
Along this there are many prettily situ- 
ated lakes, all alkali water, tho homo of 
tho wild duck. There i» no cultivation 
of tho soil, but. tho summits form a fine 
feeding ground for cattle, while near tho 
lakes aro extensive meadows of wild hay, 
cut for winter feed. At the 70 (Boyd's); 
thoro is an extensive dairy rauche, tho 
make of golden butter hcing famous from 
one end of tho road to the other. This 
is also a place of refreshment. The .So 
is also a station of tho company, situated 
adjacent to extensive hay meadows We 
secure fresh horses here. Though the 
cold is intense along thin stretch of coun- 
try in the winter, the thermometer reach- 
ing 40 deg. below zero, tho air is dry, 
and last winter stock had only t > bo fed a 
few days, before coming to the 83, tho 
bridge on which

was committed, was crossed Tho road 
agents selected a very good point for their 
work, as the bridge is reached by a wind- 
ing hill from the north, and tho ascent on 
tho soutli side is also heavy, ();i our re- 
turn trip driver Tate explained the modus 
operandi of tho highwaymen Just as the 
stage noaretl the bridge a couple of shots 
wore tired and Ihe bullets whistled un- 
pleasantly close to his head. He slowed 
the horses up and was told to 6top them. 
Having done this he was asked to tie his 
linos and dismount. Pleading that the 
horses were restive, he was grodly told 
chat he would be safer on the ground than 
whore he was. This wm apparent, for 
one of the two men covered him from tho 
centre of the road with a \\ inchester rifle, 
"the barrel of which," .Mr. Tate said, 
"looked .-.s big as a stovepipe," while the 
other hold two cocked revolvers unplea- 
santly close to his head lie tied his 
linns and climbed down. Ho wis then 
told to unhitch the two inner traces of 
the wheelers. This rendered tho (light of 
the horses impossible as they would im- 
mediately become entingled with the har- 
ness if they started During all this the 
man with the rifle kept Mr. Tale covered, 
and, as tho latter was unarmed, he ro- 
(inosted him to lower his aim. as it made 
him feel nervous In this reijuest tho 
robber acquiesced , Meanwhile the trea- 
sure bag was ripped open by the second, 
and about three thousand dollars secured.

strotchod before us, while far beyond are 
ranges of mountains— some enow oovorod. 
We are tired and dusty when we alight at 
tho 100-Mile house, kept by Mr. T. M.

"what'U you take V This is also a dairy 
rauche, fino meadow lands lying on either 
side of the spacious buildings. About 70 
milch cows arr kept, and a superior quali- 
ty of butter made. There are also about 
400 head of stock cattle on tho range. 
This is the first farm in thu Lac la Hacho 
valley, and has pretty surroundings; a 
short distance from the house is Bridge 
creek fulling from tho mountain in silvery 
cascados. J . Hudson utilizes one of these 
falls for powor for u Hmall sawmill, run 
by a flutter whool. . 

We remain at this point for the night 
and learn that Mr. Hamilton in an old 
omployd of the Hudson Bay Oo , has been 
extensively through the Peace river coun- 
try and from Pino river to tho ooast. It 
iB his opinion that the proposed route for 
tho Northern Transcontinental railway is 
ono that will furnish an easy country 
through which to build and operate, tho 
valleys lining wide and opon with little 



snow fall, while tho district is rich in re- 
sources. We tire up at six in tho morn- 
ing, and after a substantial breakfast 
again mount our point of observation on 
tho box. At 105 house is Fuller's rauche, 
tho owner huving recently suddenly died 
of heart disease. Next is the 108, a sta- 
tion of tho company, where we teouro 
frosh horjies. Mr. W. Walker, tho com- 
pany's agont, is telegrapher, postmastor, 
Btock-raisor and buttor-mnkor, and has 
iiuo meadow and gracing land.

must not bo forgotten. He in a native of 
one of tho middle American states, short 
of btature, careful in his driving and of 
his horses, and is possessed of peculiar 
opinions, In speaking of the country, 
he frequently impressed upon us his be- 
lief in a community where "all men were 
. f the same sizo." This struck us as 
peculiar, and we asked him if it would 
not lie rather monotonous i No, ho 
thought otherwise— it wns not tho size in 
height that ho meant— it was a country 
whore men shoot that made little and big 
of the same worth. Wo began to feel 
ueri'oiis. Ho also had a most persuasive 
and unique way in talking to his horses; 
it-caused many a spontaneous laugh. A 
repetition of one instance of the milder 
sort will be interesting : "Now, soohoro, 
Jake," ho would Buy, "if yon don't get 
down into your collar and loave oft' pull- 
ing on that strap, I'll cut a etoak off your 
haunch." We were surprised, and askod 
him if ho could do that I "Do it I" ho 
exclaimed, "just look at that lash; sharp 
as a razor." At another time his language 
was of so distinctive a character that wo 
asked hitn if ho had evor commanded a 
Mississippi steamboat, aH it put us in 
mind of tho answer of tho negro, after 
the mate had boon le-fuling any quantity 
>f blue invectives at his head. Gazing 
with admiration, he said, "Golly, massa, 
you ought to be captain" Outside of 
these peculiarities our driver wan a very 
goi d follow, told many a funny story, and 
made our trip interesting by reciting his 
dUito driving experience 0U tho plains 
before tho Central Pacific was built.

While this was being douo wo hud 
a chat with Mr. McKinlay, who is now 
eighty years of age, almost blind, but who 
still rotains a cleur recollection of inci- 
dents and dates of tho early history of 
Oregon and British Columbia.

Hia 
wife, four sons and two married daughters 
aro still living. It, was his son .lack who 
discovered the mioa mine in Cloarwator. 
His sotiH are all elovor hunters, trappers 
and prospectors, and keep the ranche in a 
good state of cultivation. The house is 
the ono built on his arrival in I860, and 
like nearly all old residences in tho inter- 
ior, in living room has wide open fireplace, 
on which a couple of sticks were blnzing. 
Tho ranche is the most picturesquely situ- 
ated in tho valley, looking out upon tho 
placid wators of the hke, its 'ihores lined 
with the overgrceti, mingled with a lessor 
growth of c tt 5nwood, tho lovoly autumn 
tints of the latter adding beauty to the scene, 
while tho bright green or golden yellow of 
the fields stretched either way. Tho val- 
ley of Lac la Bftciie is one of tho most 
charming stretches of 1 unci and water in 
the province. There is a pleasing benuty 
about it that cannot bui call forth the 
praise of one who has seen it for the first 
time. The cultivated side is that which 
tho wagon-road passes through, hero 
and there being the thrifty looking 
farms of the settlers, the low- lying roll- 
ing hills formiug abundant feed for stock. 
On tho opposite side the shores rise quiok- 
or, the lulls covered with a luxuriant 
growth ol timber and shrubs. The lake iB 
the resort of wild fowl in great numbers; 
its waters teem with fish—the greater 
number being similar to the Ontario 
white tish. These are caught in quanti- 
ties by the settlers, they ill olio or two 
hauls of a soino loading a wagon with tho 
fish, which range from six to twelve inch- 
es in length. These thoy place in pickle 
for winter use. 

The mail being assorted, we finish our 
pleasant chat with the aged pioneer and 
again climb to the box. 

Mr! DISTUIUOTIOM OK 1'HR Mill 
along the lino is satisfactorily accomplish- 
ed by means of postoftioes here and there, 
where the mail is assorted for tho various 
houses. The chief mail is assorted at 
Clinton, and at the farms ami houses lot- 
tors and papers aro handed nut by the 
drivur from the way bag until iho next 
postal station is reached, where it is over- 
hauled and restocked. Letters are simi- 
larly collected and posted to destination 
lit I lie iirst post office, The system is sim- 
ple and no complaints are made, drivers 
being vory careful to deliver at tho cor- 
rect points. Bach ranch is known by the 
number of miles distant from Lillooet, 
tho starting place on tho old Cariboo route 
via Harrison lake and portages. 

After leaving McKinlay 's wo pass tho 
old Gannon ranche (117), now owned by 
i; F. Hethrington; J U. Folkor's (118) 
ranche and dairy; Tho-* McDougnll's 
(122), son-in-law of J. AloKinlay; J. 
Wright's (127) dairy and gra^n ranche; A. 
S. Hirloh s (132), a tidy.ranohe with pret- 
ty cottage on hillside: and at 134 arrive 
at tin

wo partake of lunch and secure a change 
of horses This is the company's largest 
post, the residence, storehouses, stables, 
sheds, otiioo, harness ahop, corral, etc., 
being of a well built and spacious char- 
acter. Theio is a vory largo txtont of tho 
choicest hay and grazing lands all under 
fence. Thuro is stabling for over fifty 
horses, and ono hundred or inoro aro al- 
ways wintered at this point.

Nkw Yokk, Oct. 4.— T, P, O'Conuor's 
cable special to the Star from London 
says: In ono respect the most surprising 
part of Lord Randolph Churchill's speech 
at Dattford was his reference to foreign 
affairs, Though more guarded than thoso 
of tho Austrian statesman, his romarks 
wore spirited ami showed a warlike ten- 
dency for which no one was prepared.

WISE LIBEL CASE, 

Tho Vale Memorial Discussed 
and Several Witnesses 
Called. 

The caio of Wise vt Tuttlo and others 
oamo up for hearing in the supreme court 
yesterday before Sir M. B Bobbie, ohief 
justice. Mr. Then. Davie appeared for 
tho plaintiffs; Lion. A. N. Rioliards, Q 
0., J. Roland Holt, and J. P. Walla for 
the persous included in the dofetice. Tho 
following jurors were selected: Meeara. 
William Wtlaon, foreman; Robert \V.\rd, 
DonniB Harris, R.Plummor, R. J. Stylos, 
Adam (llondonning, M. Dickinson and 
E. Stevens. 

Mr. Davie opened on behalf nf tho 
plaintiff, referring to what was considered 
privileged communications and the law on 
libel. A memorial was read which had 
been forwarded to the lioutenant-i»ovor- 
nor by several oitizens of Yale complain- 
ing of tho conduct of Mr. Wise as chief 
constable and governtnont agent, and 
praying for his removal. Specific charges 
were made and cases named, which tho 
learned counsel a nd could bo salisfact iriiy 
disposed of. Ho referred to a letter 
which appeared in tho Tunes of lust No- 
vember sinned •'Junius," tho author be- 
ing Jumna Irwin, one of the defendants, 

Doputy Attorney-General Irving as the 
first wituoas for the prosecution, testified 
that the memorial produced wis tho one 
recoivod from Yale. He did not know 
how long Mr. Wiio had been constable; 
but he was a resident of Victoria previous 
to his appointment. Toe attorney-general 
had written Mr Wise a letter, (also pro- 
duced) which accompanied a copy of the 
memorial transmitted to Wise asking his 
attJtnion and reply thereto. 

To. Mr. Rschard.i. on cro.is examina- 
tion, ho testified ih it the attorney gen- 
eral expressed himself in a letter 'hat he 
*vaa sati.->li. j d with the explanations uudti 
by Wise 

Mr. MoLagan test tii'd to I lie publica - 
tion of tho letter signed ''Junius." «o well 
•is the letters written by Mr Irwin to 
him relating to that publication, whioh 
Mr. Davie road. 

Oeorgi Wise, the plaintiff, was next j 
called us a witness and, being oxHmiuocl 
by Mr. Davie, gave ;> hi"toty oniia Kainu 
case.

B ilntiva to iha ufr0.1t of 
James McArthor on Hie Indian reaerv.1- 
tion. ho said that he went, to the hut of 
an Jodian woman and found Jamei Mo- 
Arthur inside Ktctina witu her. was 
iutoxicitod and an Indian named Charlie 
said Mc.Vrthur wm responsib'e for her 
state, so he arrested and lucked him up 
on information sworn by S| eoial Consta- 
ble Q'lo W .His About five hours after- 
ward the prisoner wis brought before 
Mr. Djlghtod, J P , and the case was 
oontiuued mitii the 12 h of October and 
MoArthur aimoted to bail in the sum of 
3f>5 On the 12th tho ciho was again 
remanded ti the 19th, when it was dis 
missed on motion of himself, as he saw 
ihe witnesses had boen tampered with and 
he could not prove his case. Tho bail was 
refunded and costs piid. In regard ti 
the charge of maliciously obstructing tho 
sidewalk in front of tha court house, he 
s'ated that ho had built a new gravel 
walk and placed four poiti across the 
sidewalk to proteot it from his neighbor's 
cows, and that tho posts were uot down 
more than forty-oiizht hours. He had a\ii 
arra8?o;l several persons in conjunction 
W't!i W. Ball and tikau ceitun sums of 
money from them as bail, aud inn per- 
suaded them not t > appear so that the 
bail would bo forfeited. Tha only time he 
ever acted with Ball was in assisting to 
arrest a dangerous Indian. He denied tho 
truth of the lottor wri t ii by ''Junius." 
He conscientiously believed thut the 
charges which have boiMi brought against 
him, have retarded his progress in tho 
service and that tho annoyance had aeri- | 
ously injured his wife's hea th. Rsoees 
was then taken until 2:30 o'clock.

Mr. Davie hero submitted spvornl 
affidavits of persons who signod the 
memorial, sotting forth that their signa- 
tures had been obtainod by wrong repre- 
sentations.

to petition for his removal.
